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SULTAW AND CZAR. -
ALEXANDERII, ENPEROR OF RUSSIA,

His Onreer Defore nnd After Ascending the
Throne.

The war cloud in the East brings a new per-
sonal element into interest, and we therefore
give sketches of the men In whose hands the
guestion of peace or war i8 held, commencing
with Alexander 1, Ewperor, Czar, or Autocrat
of all the Russlas, as he Is variously styled.

Alexander 11 is the son of the late Cear,
Nicholas I, and was born on the 19th of April,
1818, In the reign of his uncle, Alexander I.
The first seven years of his life were barely com-
pleted. when the death of Alexander I, and the
rennnciation of his rights by his brother Con-
staniine, led to the elevation of his father Nich-
olas to the throne, to which the young prince
beeame heir apparent. For a moment, however,
his own destiny aad that of his house trembled
in the balance. as a widely spread defection,
which was only quenched by torrents of blood,
exhibited itself in the garrisons of the capital.

The resolute epirit of Nicholas I overawed
the rebellious regiments, and from that day,
December- 26, 1885, he ruled over a nation of
sluves. The whole tenor of the young prince's
life was altered, the gentle eway of his mother,
the daughter of Frederick ILI, of Prussia, hav-
ing been changed for the discipline of military
governors and tutors. The substitution of the
stern regimen of the barrack-room for the more
genial influence of domestic life proved so irk-
some to the future Czar, that he enfranchlised
himeelf from it at the earliest possible perlod,
and sought in travel and the soclety of the
female members of his mother's family the
softening inlluenceg of intellectual culture and
tnste.

This predilection for civil rather than mili-
tary life was oppoeed to all the traditions of the
Ruseinn court. Gloomy forebodings prevailed
respecting the prospects of the crown prince,
whoee succession it was feared might possib'y
be dieputed by the old Muscovite party. Their
half-barbarous, half-soldierly predilections
found a more suitable object In Nicholas'
second son, the Grand Duke Constantine, and
such an amount of antipathy and distrust grew
up between the two brothers, in consequence
of this preference, as to become the subject of
general remark, and even of quarrela,

Upon one occasion Constantine, who was
admiral of the fleet, carried his animosity so far
as to put his brother under arrest—an act ot
tyrauny which Nicholas 1 reproved by suhject-
ing Constantine to the eame punishment.
Nicholas I looked with so much apprehension
at the growing differences between his
two children, that in 1845, upon the birth of
Alexander's firet child, he required Constantine
to take an oath of fidelity to the heir to the
throne. Agaln, in his last iliness he summoned
bis children to his dying couch, and on making
ovir to Alexander the imperial throne, obtained
from both a solemn promise Lo remain forever
elosely united, in order to secure the peace and
happiness of their common conntry.

The Czarewltch on this occasion, in the pre-
sence of the ministers and the estates, declared
his intention to enter on Lhe governwment of the
empire, and was immediately, March 2, 1835,
proclaimed Emperor, as Alexander II. The
snme afternoon the estates of the empire and
the military stationed in Bt Petersburg did
bhomage, aud at a council held under the presi-
dency of the new Ewmperor, it was resolved not
in any way (o ioterrupt the course of the war
with the allied powers in which Ruszsia was en-
gaged.

Alexander's firsl act was Lo issue a manifesto
to the nation, notifylng bis accession, and de-
claring, in general terms, his intention to uphold
the glory of the empire as it bad been upheld
by Peter, Catherine, Alexander I, and Nicholas
I. He at the same time summoned General
Rudiger from Wareaw, and confericd upon him
the command of the Imperial Gaards, until then
held by himeell; renewéd the powers of his
plenipotentiaries at Vienna, and through them
aunounced his adherence to the declarations
made by Prince Gortechakoff on behalf of his
late father.

On the return of peace, one of the first steps
taken by Alexavder II in the direction of reform
was Lthe reduction of the army to the lowest
limits compatible with the dignity and safory of
the empire. Vigorous efforts were made to
place the national finances on u firmer basis, and
to promote commerclal prosperity. But the
greatest reform of all was hls emaneipation of
23,000,000 buman beings from the bondage of
serfdom, and an Imperial ukase pro-
claimed the liberation of the
serfe, on certaln condltlons, March 8§,
1861. A perlod of two years was assigned for
the settlement ot terms with regard to the
quantity of land ceded, and the reat, labor, or
purchase money to be paid for it. In February,

1864, the same boon was conferred upon the

Poligh serfs, with a view to weaken the infly-
ence of the Pollsh nobility, who owned the
greater part of the land, and were cousoquenily
ali-powerinl, Bosao yoars will mecessarily yeb

elapee before it can be seen what the final effects
of this reform will be. The Polish national
spirit at present is, to all appearances, entirely
crushed by the total fallure of their attempt to
achieve independence,

As regards edueation, great efforts have been
made by the Emperor to place the state colleges
on a level with the best educational institntions
in Europe. A still more notable reform, how-
ever, 1s the Inauguration of elective representa-
tive assemblles in the provinces. The first of
theee met in 1805, and It is anticipated that this
measnure will pave the way for the introduction
of anational representative assembly.

The reign of the present Czar, however, has
not been without its personal dangers. On the
16th of April, 1606, an attempt upon his life was
made by a young Russian landowner, Demetrins
Karakasoff by name; but a peasant by the name
of Osslp Jwanoff, who was standiog near, ob-
served the would-be assassin alm his pistol at
the Czar, as the Iatter was about to enter his
carriage after a promenade. Jwanoff struck the
arm of Karakasoff just as the Iatter fired, and
the ball passed over the head of the intentled
victim. For hie timely action Jwanoff was pre-
sented with a patent of nobility and a large
esiate. Again, on the 6ith of June, 1867, an
attempt was made to assassinate the Czar, while
he was in Parie on a visit to the ex-Emperor
Napoleon 111, This attempt also proved futile,
and was found to have been the act of a crazy
man alone,

The official investigation into the first attempt
upon the life of the Czar proved it to be the re-
eult of a political conspiracy, and thirty-four
pereons who were compromised by the disclo-
sures at the irial of Karakasoff were found
guilty of high treason by the Bupreme Court.
One of thege, Ischutin by name, who was con-
victed of being the founder of the Soclety of
Communists in Russia, and of having incited
Karakasoff to attempt the life of the Czar, was
condemned to death, and fifteen others were
ecntenced to exile in Biberia. This attempt

npon Alexander's life created a profound
sensation throughount the world, aud
the Congress of the United Btates

embraced the opportunity to testify to the
friendly relations existing between the two
countries, by voting an address congratulating
the Czar upon his escape. The presentation of
this address by Mr. Fox, Assistant S8ecretary of
the Navy, was the oceasion for a general out-
buret of enthnsiasm in Russia on the part of all
clagges of the people. In a letter to President
Johneon, in answer to the congratulatory ad-
dress of Congress, the Czar sald:—

4] pray you to be my interpreter to Congress
and the Amerioan people whom it represents;
tell them how much I appreciate, and with me
the whole of Russia, the teitimonies of friend-
ehip they have given me, and how happy I will
be to see the American nation grow in strength
and prosperity, by the union and constant prac-
tice of eivil virtues that distinguish it.”

The attempl of Karakasoff upon the Czar’s life
wae not the last that has been heard of the Com-
munist conspiracy In which it originated, de-
velopments of the continued existence of which
have been made public from time to time up to
a recent date. But the Russian Government has
taken such pains to keep all knowledge of its
existence and objects from the people, that bat
little concerning its extent and influence is
known.

On the outbreak of the Rebellion in this
country in 1861, the Czar addressed the Gov-
ernment a letter in which he expreseed the
most friendly feelings towards the American
nation and people, at a time when nearly if not
quite every European ruler looked upon the
prospective disruption of the Unlon with joy.
This letter was the basis of the close and
friendly relations which have ever since existed
between the two mnations, which prompted
Congress to congratulate the Czar on his
escape from the assassin’s bullet, and had it
full weight in persuading Congress to vole over
seven million dollars In payment for the barren
tracts of Alaska, the purchase of which signal-
ized the forelgn policy of SBecretary Beward.

The course of the Russian Emperor in the
present war between France and Prussia has
been watched with a great deal of anxlety, but
he has maintained a strict neutrality throngh-
out the contest, althongh it is apparent that his
gvmpathies have been with the German cause.
When M. Thiers recently visited Bt. Petersburyg
on a diplomatic mission from the Fremch Re-
publican Government, he was kindly received,
but only in his privale capacity as a statesman
of long experience and lnfluence.

The Czar Alexander II married Maria Alex-
androvona, Princess of IHesse, April 23, 1841.
By ber he bas a large family. The eldest of the
Princes, Nicholas, the late Czarewitch, was born
Sepltember 20, 1543, and died prematurely st
Nice, In April, 18085, Alexander, the present
Crown Prince, was born on March 10, 1845, and
was married on November 9, 1566, to the Prin-
cees Marie Bophie Frederique Dagmar, of Den-
mar k.

PRINCE GORTSCHAKOFF,
————l—
The Hussinn Premier nund fis Career.

Prince Alexander Michaslowitsch Gortseha-
koff, the Prime Minlster and most trusted ad-
viser of Alexander 1I, is & coasin of the cele-
brated Geuneral who defended Bebastopol, and
was born in 1798, e was edoneated ut the Ly-
cenm of Zarekoe -Belo.

His dlplomatic life was begun at the Con-
gresees of Laybach and Verona, at which he
was present in the capacity of attache to Couat
Nereelrode. He was Becretary to the Russian
Embasry in London, In 1824, was COharge
dAfaires to the Court of Tuscany In 1830, and
was attached for the first time in 1532 to the
Legation st Vienpa, where the ‘duath of his
superior, the Russlan Awmbassador, gave him
great influence. In 1841 he was sent on a mis-
sion to Bruttgard, where he negotiated the mar-
riage of the Grand Ducliess Olga, of Russia,
with the Prince Royal of Wurtemberg.

During the events of 1848 aud 1849 Prince
Gortechakoff maintained a dignified neutrality,
but It I8 rumored that o 1850 he exercised soms
influence in procuring the abdieation of the
Ewperor Ferdinand I in favor of his nephew,
Francis Joseph. The Prince was Ambassador
al Vievpa during the dispute respecting the
Eastern guestlon, aud it was at bls instance
that*the Russlan Government accopted the
four points which formed the basis of
the Conference of Parisin 1856, From this post
he was recalled to 8., Petersburg In 1857 io
replace Nesselrode a8 Minlster for Forelgn
Affalrs. A prociamation of kis, very hostile to
the Westera powers, during she Blcillso and
Neapollian revolution, exciled much aitention,

and hie policy during the Polish insarrection of
16863 has been much commented upon. The
eouree pursued by him in the present complica-
tion ie sull before the publlie, and his fatare
movements will be watched with great anxiety.

ABDUL-AZIS, SULTAN OF TURKEY,

—————
The Career of (he ¢ ttoman Ruler.

Abdul Azis Khan, the present Baltan of Tar-
key, is the second son of the Bultan Mahmoud
Khan, who died in 1880, and brother of the lite
Sultan Abdul Medjid. He waa born on the §:h
of February, 1830, and ascended the throne of
Turkey on the death of Abdul Medjid, June ¥5,
1861, according to the eustom which prefers a
brother to a #en as heir. He has mach sironger
military tastes than Lls predecessor. His gov-
ernment tucceeded in raising eeveral loans In
the London money market, for the avowed
object of reforming the finances of the empire,
but whether these reforms are real or lliusory,
time alone can prove. One of the most troable-
some questions that has for some time affected
the interests of the Porte—that arlsing
out of the ingenlons  quasi-politieal
scheme of M. de Leeseps for the formation of
the Suer Ship Canal—assumed a rather unfa-
vorable aspect, from the decision of the Empe-
ror of the French in favor of the company
arainet the Viceroy of Ervypt, by which the
suzerainty of the Porte was virtually ignored,
and its clalmn therein Imperilled for the fature,
The Bultan, who kas concluded treaties of com-
merce with France and Eungland, visited the
exhibition at Paris in July, 1867. He also landed
at Dover on July 12, and was enthusiastically
received in London.

The reign of the present S8ultan has been any-
thing but a quiet one, IHe has been repeatedly
in trouble with the semi-independent rolers of
the Danubian principalities and with the Vice-
1oy of Egypt, whose aspirations for entire inde-
pendence of the Sublime Porte have only been
forestalled by the decided etand taken by the
great powers. In 1867 a formidabl: insurrec-
tion broke out in the islind of Candia
or Crete, and was only suppressed after a pro-
tracted struggle, which would have been fralit-
legs, if the 8ultan had not enjoyed the sabstan-
tial eympathy of the great powers. In his home
administration, however, he has displayed con-
giderable energy and tact, and especially by the
encouragemesnt which he has given to the con-
struction of rallways ln his European dominions,
has contributed greatly to the consolidation of
bis power and the preparation for the great and
final struggle with Russiz which has long been
jnevitable.

FUAD PASHA,

The Turkish Premier.

Mebmed Fuad Pasha, the Turkish Min‘ster of
Forelgn Affairs, who in that capacity conducts
the negotintions in the present difficuity, on the
part of Turkey, is one of the most distingulshed
and able statesicen which Turkey has produced.
He was born In Counstantinople in 1814, his
father being n judge, while his mother,
the celebrated Lalla Khbatoun, was one
of the few Olloman poetesses whose works have
been printed. Fuad stifilied medicine in early
life, perved for n time in the Turklsh navy, and
afterwards entered the Government interpreter’s
office. His first diplomatic service was as Sec-
retary to the [KEoglish  Legation; In
1843 he was made second interpreter
to the. Porte, and soon after sent
on a fpecial mission 0 congratuate
Isabella II on her accession to the throne of
Spain, as well a3 on n mission to the Portugnese
Court. He eerved subsequently as Ottoman
Commissloner at Bucharest, as Commissioner at
the headquarters of Omar Pasha during the
Crimean  war; was prometed to the
rauk of Pasha in 1855, and in
1856 was made Minister of Foreiga Affairs.
From 1861 to 1863 he served as Grand Vizier of
the Ottoman empire; was Minister of War from
February 11, 1863, to Fehroary 11, 1847, and at
the lagt named date again became Minister of
Forelgn Affalrs, a position which he still holds.

Fuad Pasha belongs to the liberal school of
politice; and, like his mother, enjoys a repnta-
tion s aliterary man, having pabli-ked, abouat
1844, a poem eotitled “The Alhambra,” em-
bodying his recollections of 8pain. Tuis work
gained for him great snd well-deserved popu-
larity with hig eountry umen,

A® 500D a8 Lhe two monitors came In sight the
Meteor put on steam and the Bouvet commenoed
tacking, the latter pointing her prow towards More
Castle. At % o'clock the Meteor took In sall, and
this movement was imitated by the Boavet, Ten
minates alfter the Meteor pass«d beyond neatral
waters, and at 2435 the Bouvet opened fAre and
holsted thres battle flags. The Meteor thoreafter
ran up colors to Ite prow and masts, Three snots

were fired by the Freochman, or, acconl
ing 10 foOme K000 118, Lwo, the
last passing over the top of the Meteor. The

Istier then fired a ghot, which passed to the gtern.
The two vessels passing by each other, an attempt
Was by the Frenchman to grasple, thouga
without suceess. The two monitors thereupon
ronnded te, and the BAIE MOYAM NIE Ware repeated
without cessation of the firing. In the gecond pas-
sage of arms the two vesiels brashed by each other
without scarcely stopping. the Frenchman, how-
ever, making desperite efforts to grapple, and at
the Fame time throwing on board =ight or nine
hand.-grenades. Ones of these, In explod.ag, tore off
the top of the head « f & Prossian mat lne,

The Bouvet was again nuable W grapple, and
falled o doing 80, either owing to the spead at walch
he wias salling, or to the giving away of the rigging
of the Meteor, e that as it may, the masts of the
Prussian were completely out 0I1‘. and their colors
semporarily lowered, At the same moment, how-
ever, just as the vessels were colliding the Metoor
succeeded in Inflicting a blow which more than
counterbalanced this disadvantage. Tals was by a
well-directed 24-pounder ghot, which penetrated the
Bouvet amidships, teasing a hole through the stean
drem sufMclently large to introdace a maa's head,
By this accident one man was badly soalded and
two others slightly—a third being disabled by the
splinteriog of a plece of wond,

The Bouvet being thas disabled and her machinery
ngeless, besides losing her foretop mast by the eolli-
slon, gracefully abandoned the fieid; that 18 Lo say,
ahe Immediately set all sall and continued on in the
direction in which it was then moving to the port of
Havana. Three guns were subsequently tired ats the
Bouvet (which were replied to, according to some
accounts) though withont any effect.  The wheel of
the Metcor had, meanwhile, been 80 iIncumbered by
the ri Fing which went over her sides, that she was
for haif an hnur prevented from following.

The loss to the Meteor was three men killed and
one wounded, No damage was stussined in the
hull or machinery, ‘'be fliing, which had lasted an
honr, was ended at 8:80, vy the Airing of a gun from
the Herman Cortes, as & sigual 1hat the Bouvet had
pussed into waters gnbject to the jurisdiction of
Spalp. The armaments of the two menitors were
gliven in the morning papers of Havana asone sixt; -

cunder aud two thirty-Lhirty pounders for the

ouvet, and one eighiyv-pounder and two. thirty-
pounders for the Meteor,

It need hardly be sald that the fight was discassad
in Havana during the following evening with the
grestest excliement, and that varloua opinions were
expressed as to the detal's and actnal resaits of the
engagement.  All, however, agreed thas the foght
had been conducted with great gallantry, and that
in the combat which will doubtiess f(ollow in a short
time between the two vesscle, the chances are
evenly divided,

At the sailing of the Cnba, which brought the
news, the wounded had heen sent to the cily hospi-
tals, and the two monitors were Iylog at different
extremities of the harbor,

tog it irmly, and in & moment or t ¥o he had climbed
10 the top of the high wall surrounding the prison.
He had tled small plecesof weod Lo the rope sIX or
eight inches apart, and was thua enabied to ascend
the r(|1pc.- very readily. After reaching the top he
placed the hook securely on the inside of the wall,
and then slid quietly down ioto the park,

The keeper misged him in a few momeants and
immediately gave the alarm, and in less than five
minutes parties were in pursuit of the fagitive,
while others notifled the lice of the escape.

He bad also
bired two cellars, and bad there accumulated a
considerable quuntity of provisions. The in-
habltants of the district gave information to the
autborities, who scized all the stores lu his shep
and cellars.”
